As understood with you when we were in St.Constant the 
— day, you will find attached statement of account in triplicate 
r the light and stove accounts at the teacher's residence in 
Caug hnawaga. 


You will notice that,in the month of May 1933, the 
readings for light and stove were about the same, se the difference 
was only 2 kilowatt-hours. The reading for light was 4250 and the 
one for stove was 4252. Our collector has mixed the readings in 
June; the reading shown for the light account was the reading of 
the stove meter, and the reading shown for the stove account was 
the reading of the light meter. The error has happened due to 
the meters looking exactly the same, and our collector did not 
follow the circuits to know which was the stove and which was the 
light. 


This error has been running up the month of March, and 
the reason for finding it was that we checked up the readings and 
found that there was quite a difference in the consumption with 


the previous years, This can be verified with your Department in 
Ottawa. 


The difference between what has been paid and what should 
have been paid if $102.16 net, as we have figured the discount every 
month on both statements.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


I have looked over very carefully the electricity 
accounts accompanying your letter of the 9th instant and am 
quite astonished to find such exorbitant prices charged for 
the January and March consumption, as our mode of living is 
always vractically the same. Our lights are extinguished 
at 9 P. M. every night. “Nothing extraordinary occurred du- 
ring these months thet would require extra lighting and we 
fail to see why there is such a sudden rise in rates unless 
a short circuit has arisen somewhere or the meters fail to 
register correctly. So many things denend on the electric 
current -- door-bell, oil burner, water sunvply, frigidaire, 
thet we are at a loss to find out just what increases the 
cost so abruptly. 


The electric stove is very seldom used excert 
when the water nipe bursts in the coal stove and a new water 
front has to be put in. At such times the cooking is done, 
with great inconvenience, on the electric stove for only a 
day or two. Moreover, all the hot water required in the 
house has to be heated during this time on the electric stove 
until the coal stove has heen repaired. The electric stove 
gave us some trouble in December and Januery as two lids re- 
fused to heat. UWpron mentioning this fact to the Indian Agent, 
he sent a workman to replace the switches and lids. We do 
not know if this trouble had anything to do with the rise 
in the bill for these months. 


All the meters on the Reserve were replaced by 
new ones, last November. 


I know for a certainty that soon after this change 
the Missionary put in a complaint for the big rise in the 
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in the electric accounts, Finally, he made new contracts 
with the Shawinigan Company because too many things hed 
been vlaced on the light account. Since Janutery, his ac- 
counts went down about $5.00 per month. Yould this be our 
case? 


Would you advise us to call in an exvert electrician 
to see if the electric wiring is in good condition as well as 
the meter boxes? At any rate, we have decided to ask the col- 
lector, on his next visit, to teach us how to read the meter 
so that we ourselves can keep a record of the consumrtion from 
time to time and send you the same when required. 


We are sorry we are unable to give further explana- 
tions concerning this matter.

The Sisters in charge of the Catholic Schools at 
Caughnawaga have recently been presented with an auto- 
mobile by one of their friends,and their Superior has 
called at the Indian office in order that the bepartment 
be gzequested to supply them with gazoline to operate 
the car,which,will be solely used to take the teachers 
from their hesidence to the Schools and back. Sister 
Superior also requested that the building,which was 
formerly occupied as the fire pump station,be repaired 
in order to be used as a heated garage for the winter. 

The repairs needed at this building will cost sbout 
$35.00; the repairs are consisting in the widening of the 
door (which is too narrow) the repsiring of the roof and 
the addition of a ceilliing. These repairs will amount to 
the sum above mentionned,as the widening of the door will 
require more labour than it would with en ordinary bu iiding, 
as the walls are about one and a half foot thick and made 
of brick and stone. 

I would kindly ask you to iet me know if the separtment 
is willing to pay for the gasoline for use of this car on the 

eserve and on Government business and also if you will autho- 


rize the necessary repsirs to the garage,so as they can use the 
car all winter.

T am in receipt of Mr. Pratt's memorandum of 
November 29th, enclosing letters received from the General 
Superior of the Sisters of Gainte Anne, also from Mr. Maxine 
Raymond, M.P., requesting the erection of nore euitable 
living quarters for the Reverend Sisters, who are teaching 
at the Caughnawaga H.C. Day School. 


When the Reverend Sisters were first placed tin 
School about twenty years ago, 
an Indian an old residence on 
As the attendance increased at the school it 
was necessary to engage the services of more Sirters and from 
time to time additions have been added to the original building. 
At the present time there are fifteen si sters enrared at the 
Caurhnawara School and they utilize the services of two or 
three additional sisters as housekeepers. As a result, there 
are apnoroximately seventeen or eichteen ai asters residing in 
the sister's residence. As no additions have been made to the 
building within the past six years, the accommodation is quite 
limited, It should also be kept in mind that there is consider 
able fire hazard in the present buildinge. 


To erect a suitable residence for the sisters would 
involve an expenditure of $15,000. to $20,000. and no funds 
Tor this purpose have been provided in our estimates for the 
fiscal year 1938-39. This is a recuert that might receive 
careful and sympathetic consideration when preparing the 
estimates for the fiscal year 1939-ho.

I beg to*acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
20th inst., NO. 5-1-8. My delay in answering has been caused 
by my desire to consult my colleagues of the Metropolitan Area 
with regard to conditions in the various urban municipalities 
of the Island of Montreal. 


The Montreal Catholic School Commission pays $d00.00 
for the services of each female religious engaged in its schools. 
this is the general rate for all female religious under the 
jurisdiction of the Montreal Commission, including supervising 
principals and their assistants, as well as special teachers, 
such as domestic science instructors etc. An exception has been 
made in the case of the central high school for girls (Thomas 
D'Arcy McGee H.S., Girls! Section). In this school, the Principal 
receives $900.00 and each of the teachers, $700.00. 


In most of the schools under the direction of religious 
orders, there are also a few lay teachers. ihe latter receive 
aries according to the same scale which obtains in schools under 


isy direction. Boys' schools are directed py male religious or 


by lay teachers. Male religious principals receive $850.00, 
assisvants and teachers, $650.00. 


the Catholic School Commission of Westmount (School 
Municipality of St-Léon de Westmount)pays $575.00 to each female 
religious teacher and $675.00 to the Principal and to her 
Assistant. In most of the other municipalities in the vicinity 
of Montreal, the rate is the same as in Montreal proper. In a 
few of the towns, the salary of the principal is $100.00 to 
$200.00 higher. 
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In all cases, the Commission provides a residence for 
the religious, with the numper of rooms usually required in such 
houses, including chapel, common room, library etc. athe School 
Commission pays for heat and light. Sometimes the religious are 
housed in a bulding belonging to their community. In such an 

| event, the Commission pays rent to the religious congregation. 
If the residence is at some distance from the school, the school 
corporation assumes the cost of transportation. 


ahese conditions are substantially the same in all the 
towns of the Montreal area, with very slight differences. Some 
local corporations assume the cost of certain other expenses, such 
as the wages of a cook, while others do not. 


In Montreal (1935-50), the average number of pupils per 
classroom was 35.435. shis information was derived from the printed 
Financial Report of the Montreal Catholic School Commission for the 
year 1935-36, the last available general record. 


the average number of pupils per room in the Catholic 
schools of Verdun during the school year 1950-37 was 36.8 in the 
English classes and 35.7 in the French classes. this information 
was obtained from the local inspector. 


the average number of pupils per room in the Catholic 
schools of Westmount during the school yeer 1956-57 was 21.3, or 
26-4 in the English classes and 16.0 in the French classes. the 
sm@il number of pupils per room in the French section, is due to 
the fact that the Commission provides a classroom for every grade 
end that the French-speaking pupils are in the minority. sahis 
information is from my own records. 


The average number of pupils per classroom in your graded 
schools of Caeugi SS0=: 5.4 However, at the 
time of my inspection visit to these schools, Several pupils had 
left on account of illness or through moving away from the Reserve. 
ahe actual number of pupils per room, in attendance, was 27.0. 


As a general rule, the Montreal Catholic School Commission 
requires the following numbers for the opening of new classrooms: 
48 pupils for a Preparatory Class or lst Grade, 40 for a 2nd or Sra 
Grade, 55 for a 4th Grade, 30 for ea sth or oth Grade, 25 for a 7th 
or 8th Grade or for a High School class. of course, this rule 
cannot be applied to the letter; it must be adapted to local conditions, 
including the size of the rooms available. A new class is not opened 
unless the division of a class or classes will give a reasonable 
number of pupils for the new room Classes, once opened are not 
closed unless the attendance drops too far below the required number, 
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I trust that the foregoing information will be of some 
use to your Department in the consideration of the request for 
a new teachers' residence for the Sisters at Caughnawage. their 
present living quarters are certainly far from adequate for the 
number of religious teachers engaged in your schools.

Your present scale of salaries for the religious teachers 
\in your Caughnawaga schools is higher than the average paid to 
religious in the vicinity of Montreal. However, teachers! salaries are 
generally too low in Quebec at the present time. If I may be 
ermitted to express a personal opinion, I respectfully suggest 
hat this be borne in mind, as well as the fact that the Sisters 
m your schools are teaching boys and girls. In most of our boys! 
chools in the Province of Quebec, the teachers are Brothers or 
ay teachers, who receive higher remuneration than the Sisters.

In the year 1917 when the Reverend Sisters 
were first placed in charge of the Caughnawegs RK. C.- 
School the Department purchased e house from an Indian 
to serve as a Sisters" residence. Since that time 
the staff et the R. C. School has increased and as a4 
result we have from time to time constructed additions 
to the original house. 


At the present time we have 15 Reverend 
Sisters employed in the Caughnewega R. C- Sehool and 
there are also two or three Sisters to do the necessary 
house work. This means thet approximately 18 persons 
are occupying this residence. For the last few years 
frequent complaints heve been received from the Reverend 
Sisters regarding this building. I would appreciete it 
if you would arrange to have one of your architects 
visit Ceughnawage in the near future and inspect this 
building very carefully with e view to éetermining if 
the present residence could be remodelled in order to 
make the Reverend Sisters more comfortable or if a new 
teachers’ residence should be erected on a different site. 
In either case the architect should let me have en estimate 
of the amount of expenditure thet would be involved as 
we are considering providing funds for the purpose in the 
epproprietion for the fiscal year 1939-40.

With reference to the above, we have today been request- 
ed verbally by Mr. Phelen, to review two tenders obteined by Indian 
Agent Brisebois for work in connection with e new roof on the 
building.

Our Architect has examined the tenders submitted with 
the Indian Agent's covering letter, dated the 13th instant, end 
reports as follows: 


(a) That tenders were obtained from 
e Garend, Roofing Contractor, Chateauguay Basin, Que. 
and J. Bte. Mathieu, Roofing Contractor, Beauharnois, Que. 


(b) That tenders do not appear to be based on any particular 
type of workmanship or materials. 


(c) That tenders differ with regerd to the amount and char- 
acter of work included. 


(ad) That totels of various items cannot be compared, and 
thus have no significance. 


Under the circumstances, neither tender should be 
given consideration. 


In this connection, I may say that if Indian Agents, 
when obtaining tenders on Departmental work, would edvise your 
officers in detail regarding items upon which tradespeople are 
instructed to tender and also assure themselves that the work 
considered necessary is neither exceeded nor omitted by eny ten- 
derer, such action would establish a proper basis for comparison 
of tenders. 


Plans with specifications or bills of material, pre- 
pared by this Service, as a basis for tendering would ensure uni- 
formity of tenders, and can always be furnished within e reason- 
able time after complete information on the work is available. 


In the present instance, it is recommended that action 
be deferred until a careful exeaminetion of the roof can be made by 
officers of this Service, and a specification of the work prepered.

The perished condition of sll roof coverings is 
of long stending, ince moistusc discherges from broken roof- 
ing blisters end rust mots can bs proiuced by foot pressure. 
It is evident thet considerable roof boserding is deceyed, end 
it will likely be found thet some of the structursel members 
ere in the seme conditione 


It is eppereat thet general meintenance on the build- 
ing hes been neglected, and e considerable amount of repair and 
replecement work could be cerried out to sdvantege, perticuler- 
ly to the exteriorj but it is understood the Indien Affeirs 
Branch wish to restrict consideretion of ismediete exnense to 
the roof, consequently deteiled information on other items

The Sister Superior of the sisters of St.Anne,at Caughna- 
waga,called at this office today and complained that the condi- 
tion at their residence has become intolerable dus to the leaka- 
ge of the roof. She stated that during the recent heavy rains 
they were greatly inconvenienced. 


The Superior also requested me to ask that the veranda 
an the front and on the west side of the residence be repaired 
or made anew as it is in bad condition. She asked that the 
residence be re-painted as she claims that this has not been 
done for the past eight or nine years. 


While at the office the Principal brought up the shbject 
of the chemical toilet which was recently supplied for use of 
the teachers at the Eastern School. She stated that they did 
not intend to use it as it is not what was supposed to have 
been supplied, as this one has to be emptied every other month 
by the janitors. 


Relative to this chemical toilet I wish to say that 
the salesman of Thomas Robertson was requested to call at the 
school,through the Raymond Harware Co.,before the purchase was 
made in order to advise as to the suitable typg of toilet to 
be supplied,taking into consideration the number of persons 
who would use it etc.,.When it was explained that there are 
only six teachers who are there during the school hours,he 
recommended the purchase of the one delivered,stating that 
this type would amply meet the need; hence its purchase. 


The Superior is and was under the impression that the 
toilet to be supplied would cost about $200.00 and would be 
of the regular type which quhes in a septic tank. 


Relative to the roof the Sisters would appreciate if 
that work could be started on or about the 28th instant,as 
bows 4 leave on that date for ten days,going for their annual 
retreat.

With further reference to my memorandum of April 
23rd last and to your reply thereto of April 27th, I may say 
that on looking into the matter further it has been decided 
that it would be very advisable to put a new roof on the one- 
storeyed sun room used by the teachers. This work is in 
addition to what was covered in my memorandum of April 23rd 
and together with certain repairs, the full extent of which 
cannot be determined until the work is actually being done, 
will increase the cost by possibly some $500 in addition to 
the $800 mentioned in my memorandum. 


As this additional work has been discussed and

The Caughnawaga teachers' residence is an 
old stone building which, had it not been for the years 
of depression and the outbreak of war, would have been 
replaced by a new building. At present it provides accom- 
modation for 1€ teachers. These teachers belong to the 
religious Order of St. Ann and the building is in many 
respects a convent. We have at present in the small 
basement an oil tank and an oil burning furnace. It will 
be necessary to remove this tank in order to secure space 
for coal and it will be necessary, also, to reconstruct 
the furnace. No provision has been made in our estimates 
of this year for the money necessary for these alterations. 
In addition to this, the Nuns will no doubt resent the 
presence of a caretaker in the building, whose presence 
will be necessary to look after the coal burning furnace. 
In view of this fact, I am convinced thet shoulc we dedide 
to burn coal this year we will be compelled to revert 
again to the burning of oil just as soon as the supply of 
oil for this purpose is available. I naturally hesitate 
to underteke these alterations and incur this expense, to 
meet a condition that appears to be temporary. Would it 
be possible for you to review this request and let us 
have a decision at an early date?

teachers’ residence. while neither the company's 
letter of October 16 nor their letter of January 18 
is exactly clear, we are now under the impression 
thet the unit which the company instelled was only 
intended to remain at the Caughnewage School 
temporarily and thet, if they remove it now, the 
refrigeration equipment will be useless. oOn the 
other hand it might be inferred from the company's 
letter of the 18th instant thet they only wish to 
recondition the unit and would be prepared to install 
it agein in the refrigerator. 


The first alternative would require the 
urehase of a new coil at an approximate cost of 
355.00. Neither et the present time nor in the 
immediate future can the Department hold out any 
hope thet authority can be obteined for the purchase 
of this. 


If the second alternative is correct, it 
would only be a matter of your interviewing the 
Principal of the school, as it would simply mean 
thet the Sisters would be without the use of the 
refrigerator for a few weeks end possibly this is 
the best time of the year to have this heppen.

In compliance with instructions I visited Caugh- 
nawaga on Wednesday and Thursday, iast, for the purpose of 
inspecting the sites susgested for the new Boys' School, 
the contract for which has been let. Three different sites 
were suggested, one near the cemetery, one No. 460, the pro- 
perty of Mr. Jackson, on the cemetery road, and one on the 


main road in the village, lot No. 687. 


A great many of the Indiansbv ject to the cemetery 


site on account of the distance from the main part of the 
Viliage and I think myself that their objection is weil 
founded. The distance, especially in Wintery would be ob-

4." The Indians of Caughnawaga humbly sheweth by the 
undersigned that said ‘commn”is the only public ground that they 
pessesed in the center of the villege of Caughnawaga; that it is 
thes#®™® only meeting place,and they resent very much the action of 
certain individuals, who pretending that they are acting under the 
authority of your Department have taken illegally possession of Re 
said itmmt land. 


5.8 “In the name of justice which should be given to 


them as to any other subjects of the Crown, they claim that no 
person whatever had any right to dispossess them of the land that 
they absolutly need for the common benefit of the Tribe. 
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Wherefor your Petitéoners humbly ask from you that 
you should investigate the matter and remer to them the 
justice to which they are entitled, in giving orfers that all 
works about the erection of a fence around the land known as 
the common,( situated in front of the church of the village of 
Caughnawaga, should be stopped and things put back in the same «- 
State as they were before, leaving to the Tribe the use of said 
land.

I am sure that, when you understand the nature of the De- 
partment's plans and wishes, you will be glad to dispose of your in- 
terest in Lot 95. I am prepared to make a fair offer and, in view 
of the price that we have paid for Lots 92 and 93, I shall be glad 
to arrange a payment of $275 for your equity in Lot 95 if you will 


take the necessary affidavity that you are the holder of the lot and 
sign a Quit Claim. 


May I point out that it is advisable for you to accept this 
feir offer for your interest, as Section 114 of the Indian act gives 
the Governor-in-Council power to take the land of an Indian, held under 
location ticket or otherwise, for school purposes.

Perhaps a. subject discussed on 


Tuesday evening, last, with the Caughnawaga Indian Council 
was the question of instruction by male teachers in the 
ease of the older boys. I firmly stated that, as far as 
the regular work was concerned, the Department was quite 
satisfied with the present arrangements and that they would 
not be disturbed. A physical drill instructor has been 
appointed, who will no doubt instill manly habits into the 
older boys. 


The question of vocational training under a 
qualified male instructor or instructors grew out of this 
d4iscussion, and I am satiefied that something along this 
line should be done as soon as funds could be found for the 
purpose. I believe we should arrange classes in manual 
training end work preparatory to the structural steel 
vocation. I am of the opinion that a building should be 
rented and one instructor secured, so that the activity 
could be given a trial. 


Those older boys who can no longer be benefitted 
by the regular academic work and all those that have left 
our regular schools should be eligible for enrolment in 
this vocational training work. If the work develops, still 
older boys might be taken in when they were without work 
and night classes might be given, so that those who were 
working could benefit. If the scheme ved & success it 
might be necessary in a few years to Ct a small building

Mullins to purchase drawing equi nt for the twelve 
pupils, at an estimated cost of $138. I note that the 
electric light, tables, benches and cupboard will cost 
approximately $152. 


The Department expects you to arrange for the 
necessary equipment when timely. It is very desirable 
that the classes commence promptly on September first. 
You will please see that the proper publicity is given 
the commencement of this activity on the reserve and do 
everything in your power to make the classes a success.

Replying to your letter of the 26th instant I beg to 
say that on the evening og the Sth I have visited the voca- 
tional training class at Caughnawaga. Four pupils were pre- 
sent at the beginning and four others arrived about half an 
hour later. Their age appears to average 17 years. 


As to the question whether the instruction were more 
practical and less theoretical, is I believe, one that might 
be differently appreciated. I have no doubt that there may 
be a large number of young Indians that do not know how tc 
read a plan while they could be a better steel worker than 
another who, with a plan into his hand, succeede in the fre- 
ming up of a steel work. In euch case, it would require the 
equipment of a steel structure contractor for the teaching, 
in a practical way, to that class of pupils. 


I believe in theoretical way of teaching to the young 
Indians for the reason that if they intend to n e the 
construction of a steel work they must understar the plan 
which is submitted for this purpose, otherwise, they would 
have to work under the supervision of others, in a practical 
way. 


I would recommend that not more than eight, or ten 
at the most, young Indians be selected by the instructor for 
the study and drawing of plans, such study being to be made ske 
clear and the least possible comvlicated. 


Out of a number of thirty pupils, for instance, we 
would probably find two or three among them who may have 
some good disposition as draftmen; a few others might under- 
stand a plan while they have no aptitude as draftmen; the 
remaining number could be more or less practical providing 
that they be working under the supervision of a “tenderfoot" 
who, in a theoretical way, is standing alongside the proposed 
steel structure with a plan into his —

In reply to your letter of the 16th instant, I 
wish to say that I think Miss Moodie 's suggestion might be 
more prectical for our Caughnewage pupils than Commerciel 
Subjects. 


Domestic arts ere in demand in ell our residentiel 
schools in Canada. No doubt but the majority of our girls 
would like the novelty. Whet reaction this change would 
have on the perents and the "Fathers of the Town" ies hard 
to tell. They are generally so contrary. 


At all events, it might be wise to keep up the 
Commerciel Department, for a time et leest. If we begin 
weaving in the early spring, it would probably start the 
parents thinking and telking on the matter and give us 
en inkling es to what should definitely be done at the 
opening of schools in September. 


I also intend to start Menual Treining with the 
boys about the 15th of March if you indorse the plen. 
One of the Jesuit Brothers, e skilled cabinet maker, would 
give the boys about six hours 4 week, until the middle of 
June. Kindly let me know what compensetion the Department 
would allow for his services. He is residing here et the 
rectory.

(a) Sewing: 


Ve allowed an amount of 75.90 during the 
academic year 1937-38 for the purchase of sewing material. 
Four hundred (400) articles rere mace and, for your inform 
ation, I enclose a detailed statement indicating the number 
made in each grade. There is no cuestion that the pupils 
are receiving a splendi¢ training in sewing, crochet work, 
knitting and embroidery. The dresses vorn by the seven 
girls who had completed their course were made by them- 
selves from some of the meterial supplied by the Department. 
They were extremely well done. 


(bv) Cooking: 
—————_ There was an excellent display of preserves, 
etc., which had been mace by the pupils, uncer the direction 


of one of the Sisters. 


(c) Manual Training: 
ou will remember that, last March, we author- 


ized the Sister to expend e small amount of money in order 
to commence manual trainine work for the boys, and we also 
authorized at that time the employment of e Brother who is 
residing at the Priest's House on the reserve. This man - 
Brother Gauthier - is a practical carpenter and cabinet 
maker. He has had some previous experience with Indian 
children, having been attached to some Indian residential 
school in western Canade. The Principal reports that he 
handles the boys very well. 


One large work table was purchased but the 
five smaller work tables used by the boys were made by them 
under the direction of Brother Gauthier. While this branch 
has only been in operation for a few months, it is reported 
to me thet the boys are extremely interested. Some very 
creditable work has been done and several samples of their 
work were on display. 


Brother Gauthier is extremely interested and 
has given a great deal of time. He is prepared to continue 
for the next academic year and Reverend Sister Cleophas 
suggests that we allow him *®50.900 a month. From what I have 
seen, I consider this would be reasonable and I would 
recommend this allowance for your favourable consiceration. 


(4) Spinning and 
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(4) Spinning and Weaving: 


You will remember that, last March, authority 
was given for the removal of some of the typewriters from 
the typewriting room. About the same time one 90" loom and 
four 45" looms were purchased from the Velfare Vote. My 
memory is that it was understood, as soon as the typewriters 
were removed, one or two looms at least would be placed in 
the space formerly occupied by them and this work commenced 
immediately, in order to ascertain if the pupils were more 
interested in it than in the commercial work. 


I was much surprised to learn that, on the 
instructions of Miss Moodie, the five looms have been stored 
in the basement of the Kateri School and instructions were 
given by Miss Moodie that they were not to be used. I under- 
stand, also, that Miss Moodie has purchased a great deal of 
material which is stored in the basement of the Kateri School. 


As Miss Moodie is away from the office today, I 
have not yet had an opportunity of discussing the matter with 
her, but I can see no reason why the looms were bought and 
placed in the basement of one of the schools, when there are 
at least two of the Reverend Sisters at present on the staff 
ef the Caughnawaga R. C. School who, Rev. Sister Cleophas 
states, are able to teach weaving, etc. 


Sister Cleophas has no objection to abandoning 
the commercial course and substituting the weaving, etc., as 
she considers that at the present time the latter would be 
much more practical. 


I, therefore, recommend that this action be 
taken for the academic year 1928-39. I feel, however, that 
before any more typewriters are distributed, I should be con- 
sulted, as we have received several requests from residential 
schools for typewriters, which we have been unable to supply. 
The typewriters at present in the Caughnawaga school were 
bought from the appropriation for Indian Education, and, if 
we are abandoning this work, the logical course to take is to 
distribute the typewriters to different schoois. I think that 
six or seven typewriters should be left at Caughnawaga. Some 
of them will be required by the teachers to prepare their work, 
returns, etc., while it might be thet a few of the pupils 
would like to learn typewriting and, in that event, the 
machines would be available. There is no doubt that any 
machines left at Caughnawaga will receive the very best of 
care. 


In the event of our discontinuing the commercial 
class, Sister Cleophas states, as mentioned above, that there 
are two Sisters on the steff at the present time who are 
cualified to teach weaving, etc., and this will mean that 
there will be no increase in the paylist, as the salary now 
paid the commercial teacher can be transferred to one of the 
teachers who is in charge of the weaving, etc.

Indian Day“School. 


(a) Sewing: 


We allowed an amount of $75.90 during the 
academic year 1937-38 for the purchase of sewing material. 
Four hundred (400) articles were made and, for your inform- 
ation, I enclose a detailed statement indicating the number 
made in each grade. There is no question that the pupils 
are receiving a splendid training in sewing, crochet work, 
knitting and embroidery. The dresses worn by the seven 
girls who had completed their course were made by them- 
selves from some of the material supplied by the Department. 
They were extremely well done. 


(b) Cooking: 
aoieamammmedied There was an excellent display of preserves, 
etc., which had been made by the pupils, under the direction 


of one of the Sisters. 


(c) Manual Training: 

: Ou will remember that, last March, we author- 
ized the Sister to expend a small amount of money in order 
to commence manual training work for the boys, and we also 
authorized at that time the employment of a Brother who is 
residing at the Priest's House on the reserve. This man - 
Brother Gauthier - is a practical carpenter and cabinet 
maker. He has had some previous experience with Indian 
children, having been attached to some Indian residential 
school in western Canada. The Principal reports that he 
handles the boys very well. 


One large work table was purchased but the 
five smaller work tables used by the boys were made by them 
under the direction of Brother Gauthier. While this branch 
has only been in operation for a few months, it is reported 
to me that the boys are extremely interested. Some very 
creditable work has been done and several samples of their 
work were on display. 


Brother Gauthier is extremely interested and 
has given a great deal of time. He is prepared to continue 
for the next academic year and Reverend Sister Cleophas 
suggests that we allow him $50.00 a month. From what I have 
seen, I consider this would be reasonable and I would 
recommend this allowance for your favourable consideration. 


(ad) Spinning and 
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Spinning and Weaving: 


You will remember that, last March, authority 
was given for the removal of some of the typewriters from 
the typewriting room. About the same time one 90" loom and 
four 45" looms were purchased from the Welfare Vote. My 
memory is that it was understood, as soon as the typewriters 
were removed, one or two looms at least would be placed in 
the space formerly occupied by them and this work commenced 
immediately, in order to ascertain if the pupils were more 
interested in it than in the commercial work. 


I was much surprised to learn that, on the 
instructions of Miss Moodie, the five looms have been stored 
in the basement of the Kateri School and instructions were 
given by Miss Moodie that they were not to be used. I under- 
stand, also, that Miss Moodie has purchased a great deal of 
material which is stored in the basement of the Kateri School. 


As Miss Moodie is away from the office today, I 
have not yet had an opportunity of discussing the matter with 
her, but I can see no reason why the looms were bought and 
placed in the basement of one of the schools, when there are 
at least two of the Reverend Sisters at present on the staff 
of the Caughnawaga R. C. School who, Rev. Sister Cleophas 
states, are able to teach weaving, etc. 


Sister Cleophas has no objection to abandoning 
the commerciel course and substituting the weaving, etc., as 
she considers that at the present time the latter would be 
much more practical. 


I, therefore, recommend thet this action be 
taken for the academic year 1938-39. I feel, however, that 
before any more typewriters are distributec, I should be con- 
sulted, as we have received several requests from residential 
schools for typewriters, which we have been unable to supply. 
The typewriters at present in the Caughnawaga school were 
bought from the appropriation for Indian Education, and, if 
we are abandoning this work, the logical course to teke is to 
distribute the typewriters to different schools. I think that 
six or seven typewriters should be left at Caughnawaga. Some 
ef them will be recuired by the teachers to prepare their work, 
returns, etc., while it might be thet a few of the pupils 
would like to learn typewriting and, in thet event, the 
machines would be available. There is no doubt that any 
machines left at Caughnawage will receive the very best of 
care. 


In the event of our discontinuing the commercial 
class, Sister Cleophas states, as mentioned above, that there 
are two Sisters on the staff at the present time who are 
qualified to teach weaving, etc., and this will mean that 
there will be no increase in the paylist, es the salary now 
paid the commercial teacher can be trensferred to one of the 
teachers who is in charge of the weaving, etc. 


While the girls who have. attended Ste. Mertine 
Jacques have done very good work and have received 


a fair knowledge - 
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a fair knowledge of weaving, et the same time I would not 
consider that they are as yet sufficiently qualified to 
teach others with the hope of being very successful. 


In the event of making a change in the course 
suggested in this memorandum, I recommend that the present 
commercial room be used for the sewing room. This will 
mean thet the sewing room and domestic science room will be 
beside each other. 


The looms should be installed in the room at 
present used for sewing.

Mr. Pratt hes surcestec thet I submit to you 
a summary of the vocational training prorraume promoted 
by this Branch at the Indian day schools on the Caugh- 
nawaega reserve. 


The Sisters in charze of the Poman Catholic 
Day School on the Caughnawage reserve have for se number 
of years proviced a certain amount of vocational in- 
struction for girls. This instruction consisted in the 
main of typewriting, shorthand and domestic science such 
as dressmaking, fruit preservine, etc. Despite this 
provision, however, the major portion of the study period 
was Gevoted to the regular ecadenic studies, regardless 
of the ability of the pupils to pursue these stucies with 
any hope of success. The course of study provided, there- 
fore, at the Caughnewarga schools was carefully revieved 
by the officials of this Branch ebout 1f months aro, with 
the result thet provision now is mede for ea course of 
study in hand loom weaving for rirls. Not only are the 
girls taught hand loom weaving, but they are taught hoy 
to make for sale rentlemen's ties and scarfs, scarfs for 
ladies, automobile rugs, towels, belts, and in fact every- 
thing in woven foods for which e demand may develop from 
time to time. In addition to the course provided at 
Caughnawarge, a number of the senior girls heve been sent 
to L'Ecole Menagere Ferionale at St. Martine ance St. 
Jacques, Quebec, where they have pursued post graduate 
studies. It is our hope that when these rirls return to 
the reserve they will be in e position to provide instruct- 
ion in weaving to members of the adult population on the 
reserve.

Lay Brother of the Jesuit Order provides daily instruction 
in carpentry work, wood carving, metal work or in fact any 
particular course in which a gcroup of the boys may be 
interested. You will be interested to learn that we have 
on display in the Branch here samples of the work accom- 
plished at Cauchnewaga. It is scarcely necessary to state 
that we would be delighted to have you inspect this work 
any time at your convenience. 


Mr. Pratt intimated to me during the course of 
our conversation that a report had reached you regarding 
the construction of a vocational school in the province of 
Quebec by the Department. I can only state that the 
desirability of establishing a vocetional school for Indians 
anywhere in Caneca has never been considered by the Depart- 
ment. It is my personal opinion that vocational instruction 
amongst Indians has not yet advancec to the stare where the 
erection of a building is in any sense urgent or necessary. 
It is scarcely necessary to ade that, should you cesire 
additional information, I shall be giad to supply it at 
any time.

You have already received the regular reports from che 
Reverend Sister Principal concerning the woodworking class 
of the Caughnewage R.C. Indian Day Schools. In addition, I 
heave thought thet you would appreciate a vrief summary of the 
general results obviained end the progress made in the workshop. 


As you know, the class commenced operation on October 9th. 
iwelve boys were enrolled in the class at the peginning. ahree 
others were sdmitted during the year. Only eight boys remained 
eat the end of the year, the seven others heving left school 


for various reasons: age, moving from the Reserve, general 
misconduct etc. 


During the first part of the year, from October to the 
Christmas recess, all the Doys were engaged on the same project 
at the same time. ihe work outlined in the first nine projects 
was performed by all the pupils during this time. All the boys 
acquired very satisfacv.vory skill in crosscutting, ripping, 
squering up stock etce 


ahe Christmas holidays and the fire caused a long interrup- 
tion of the woodworking course. ahe woodworking classes were 
resumed in the letter half of January. 


As soon as they returned to the shop, three or four of the 
older boys took the attitude that it would be of little use for 
them to do woodworking, as they would be leaving school in 
February or March, es soon @s they would be sixteen years old. 


ahis attitude of a few boys could not be anything but an 
@oOsteacie to the general progress of the class. ihe indifference 
and the bed example of these boys could naturally not have eny 
good effect on the others. 


After your visit, when you insisted on the continued attendance 
of these pupils and gave permission for me to divide the pupils 
into two groups, much better progress was made. 
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- 


During the latter part of the year, after the boys had 


acquired the elementary skills of which I have spoken, ore 
freedom was given in the choice of projects. dzhe pupils were 
permitted to choose a project and suomit it to the instructor. 
«his stimulated interest. Acting upon your inscuructions, IL 
allowed the pupils to take home the articles which they had 
made. «his also proved to be @ great stimulus. Meny useful 
objects were made: tool-chests, pianti-stends, fernieres, 


het- 


racks, tables, milk-stools, ec. 


I feel very well satisfied with the work of the eight 


boys who remained until the end of the school year. while I 
regret that some of the older voys, who had been anxiously 
awaiting their pirvhdeys to be released from compulsory school 
attendance, did less work than I should heve liked, i feel 
thet even they have ecquired much knowledge and skill which 
should pe of service to them. Some of the others who lef. 
during the school year had made very satisfactory progress. 
in general, i believe that those who did not progress were 
those who did poor work in their other classes. One or two 
boys who did rather poorly in their other classes, through 
leck of tealeni racher than of good will, did sacvisfacctory 
shopwork,

as directed by you, I visited the Caughnewage 
Reserve on Friday, February 5. I first discussed with the 
Indien Agent the case of Mr. Albany Robert, the present 
careteker of the school. I advised Mr. Brisebois thet 
Robert's extension would expire on July 17, 1943. Mr. 
Brisebois stated that there was an Indien named Bush, 
41 years of age, who he thought would make a suitable 
caretaker and Mr. Brisebois will discuss the matter with 
him agein with a view to ascertaining definitely if he is 
prepared to accept the position. Mr. Brisebois agreed 
thet one capable man should be able to handle the work 
thet is required at the present time. 


I also discussed with the Sister Superior 
her recent letters regarding Robert. It appears that 
the latter is extremely cranky and appsrently will only 
4o what suits himself. He is not sweeping the schools 
regulerly and evidently considers himself the owner of 
the buildings. 


Previous to the destruction by fire of the 
Senior School Robert was living in the basement of that 
building and at the time of the fire he told the then 
Sister Superior that it was impossible for him to secure 
@ room and she allowed him to live temporerily in «a room 
in the basement of the teachers’ residence. He is still 
living there and expects the Sisters to supply him with 
his food, which they have been doing for over a year. 
Besides he keeps seven or eight dogs in the barn on our 
property. These enimals cause the Sisters considerable 
trouble and, in addition, Robert expects them to provide 
food for these dogs. Another matter that wes brought out 
was that there are two cars stored for the winter in the 
barn, one Setengine to the Medical Officer and the other 
to an Indian and Robert is collecting monthly rental 


reported to be approximately $2.50 for storing these 
cars, although, as you realize, the building belongs to 
the Department and not to Robert. 


with your epproval it is my intention to write 
to Indien agent Brisebois and instruct him to advise 
Robert thet he will heve to find another boarding house 
before February 20, as I do not see any reason why he 
should be allowed to live in the basement of the teachers’ 
residence or why the Sisters should provide him with food 
as Robert is being paid a reasoneble selary and he should 
provide his own maintenance. I also suggest that Robert 
be definitely instructed by the agent to give more attention 
to his duties for the balence of the current academic year. 
Needless to add, instructions to the Agent should include 
directions to Robert to remove his dogs from the bern. 
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I also ascertained that the agent was 
successful in securing ofl and consequently the furnace 
in the teachers' residence has not been converted to the 
use of coal. As @ matter of fact it was impossible to 
Go this as they have not yet been able to secure the 
necessary parts, although they have been on order for 
some months. 


I visited all classrooms with the Sister 
Superior and found a good attendance and both teachers 
and pupils appeared very happy. Mr. Wescott has a 
Cless of 20 boys for manual training and he was very 
enthusiastic regarding the progress they are making 
this year which he claims is much improved over lest 
year. 


The Sister Superior suggested thet the manual 
training room be transferred from the Kateri School to 
the Eastern School. All the boys are in the latter 
school and, es the basement in this school is in good 
condition, I can sse no reason why the transfer should 
not be made. It will, of course, involve some expense 
for extra wiring etc. The present manual treining room 
in the basement of the Kateri Sehool can be used for 
eivi sewing and cooking lessons to the girls who are 
in this building. I have spoken to Mr. Doucet about 
the proposed change and he can see no objection to it. 
With your approval it is my intention to write to the 
Indien Agent giving him the necessary authority to 
expend whatever is necessary to make the change. 


I also visited the Caughnawaga U.C. School 
and had « helf hour's conference with both teachers. 
Their attendance has been good and the teachers cleimed 
thet the children were making very satisfactory progress. 
Mr. Wescott visits them at reguler intervals and assists 
the teachers in giving some manual training instruction 
to the boys.

When Mr. Phelan was in Caughnawage on Friday 
the Sister Superior discussed with him the 
possibility of transferring the manual training 
room from the Kateri Sehool to the Eastern School. 
The room vacated in the Kateri School would then 
be used for a combined sewing end domestic science 
room. We have considered this proposal cerefully 
and we feel that it would be in the best interests 
of ell parties concerned to make this arrangement. 
It will involve some small amount of extra wiring 
in the basement of the Eastern School and it will 
also be necessary to cover the ceiling with 
Ten-test, or some similar material, in order to 
deaden the noise. Mr. Doucet will visit the 
reserve this week and will discuss this matter 
further with you and I should appreciate it if 
you would errange to have the necessary chenge 
made at the earliest possible date. When it is 
completed, you should forward a list of the 
equipment required for the sewing and domestic 
science room. Only the very necessary articles 
should be requested.
